The other Side is called Cireumfnnces: Some attend ſo 
cloſely to, and pry ſo great à Regard, to this Side of the 
Veſſel, that they entirely neglect the reſt; though. this Method 
has ſcarce ever been known te anſwer any ſalutary, deſirable, 
or ſatisfactory End: For if there be but Stuff enough on 
either Side to keep out the Weather, ſhe may ſail very well; 
nay, ſometimes when they would but juſt be brought to meet 
at the firſt, by a due Care and with poad Management, it has 
cloſed in the Voyage te the Satisfaction of all Parties eon. 
cerned : However, though I could wiſh that this might never 
be concerned as more than a Part; yet it ought by no Means 
whatever be everlooked cr ſlightly conſidered. 

At one End, there muſt be Degree : This Part ſeems chiefly 
to concern the, middling or lower Claſs of Gentry ; who,
